Breakage and Mr. Giesler 


HE BLOOD-HORSE of May 24 expressed violent 

disapproval of Jerry Giesler, chairman of the 
California Horse Racing Board, for having ‘‘con- 
demned breakage to the dollar as ‘legalized lar- 
ceny.’”’ Ina letter dated May 29 and postmarked 
June 18 Mr. Giesler expresses violent disapproval 
of our comment and says that he didn’t say it. 
He writes: 

What I did say in my communications to the State 
Legislature of California now considering the ques- 
tion of the breakage was that certain Turf writers 
were now referring to such breakage as “legalized 
larceny.'’ My purpose in commenting on the cur- 
rent action of the Turf writers in this regard was 
to point out that the question of breakage and as 
to whom it rightfully belongs is a very controversial 
issue and in the better interests of horse racing it 
would be well for the legislature to clear it up by 
eliminating breakage if possible or reducing it to 
the minimum. 

We offer to Mr. Giesler our apologies for having 
joined in attributing to him a statement which 
carried its own condemnation. For anyone who 
denounces breakage to the dollar, or any kind of 
breakage permitted by statute, as “legalized lar- 
ceny” is either grossly ignorant of the elementary 
mathematics of race track operation or is being 
deliberately malevolent in an effort to discredit 
race tracks with the public. Our respect for Mr. 
Giesler rises immeasurably with the assurance he 
has given us. 

Actually THE BLOOD-HORSE is not concerned 
with what California does about breakage. It is 
California’s affair a great deal more than ours. 
We got into the discussion chiefly because, not 
only in California but in other states as well, there 
appeared to be spreading a nonsensical idea that 
race tracks were going beyond their rights in fig- 
uring breakage to the dollar, instead of to the bet- 
ting unit. The public, which, if it fails to under- 
stand breakage, does so only because it has never 
spent ten minutes thinking of it, was apparently 
being given the impression that it was a sinister 
device by which the race tracks were getting more 
than the law allowed. Anyone connected with 
racing knows that it is nothing of the sort, that 
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the percentage taken from the pool through any 
specified system of breakage can be closely ap- 
proximated in advance. Anyone who looks at the 
question with a moderate amount of attention 
can understand readily that one per cent taken 
from the betting pools in the form of breakage is 
costing the public no more than one per cent 
taken from the betting pools in the form of a 
straight one per cent. If anyone is so bent upon 
saving the public money that he advocates the re- 
duction of breakage to a minimum he will find 
that the same result can be achieved just as ef- 
fectively and a great deal more simply through a 
reduction in the percentage taken from the pools. 

So there remains a final word we want to say 
before we yield our place at the round table: If 
we are going to have a public debate on the insti- 
tution of breakage, let us be sure that the public 
understands that breakage is as legitimate, as 
open, as honest, as justifiable as any other means 
by which the public pays for the privilege of wag- 
ering on horse races. Let us be sure that we 
have not left anywhere along the trail the im- 
pression that there is something morally wrong 
about breakage. Our own impression is that we 
should not even be swayed by the fear that such 
an impression exists, but should rather correct the 
impression if it does exist. If your hands are 
clean you don’t need to hide them; if you do hide 
them, you leave the suggestion that they are not 
clean. To give up breakage because some people 
may have listened to unjustified aspersions is to 
compromise with the foolishness which precipitat- 
ed the issue. 

Having said it once, we still want to say it 
again. We don’t care what California does about 
breakage; that is strictly California’s business. 
We are interested in the debate, not in its out- 
come. We hope that the discussion on the matter 
will be confined to mathematical and practical 
considerations. There are no special moral con- 
siderations, and there is no good reason to intro- 
duce them, but if they are introduced the faulty 
syllogisms by which a perfectly honest institution 
is damned in California may become the prece- 
dents for further needless uproar in other states.

Rule 313 


URING the week of intermission between the 

announcement that there had been an undue 
consumption of caffeine at Hollywood Park, and 
the hearing of June 23, Turf writers on the West 
Coast had no stationary targets to speak of, so 
a concentration of fire was discharged at Rule 
313 of the California Rules of Racing, which is 
remarkable in that Mr. Giesler did not write it, 
and that whoever did had more enthusiasm than 
judgment. Rule 313 (from the 1938 edition of 
the rules), after providing that saliva tests be 
taken, goes on to say: 


Owner and trainer, or either of them, shall be 
absolute insurors of and responsible for the con- 
dition of a horse entered in a race, regardless of the 
acts of third parties. Should the chemical or other 
analysis of saliva sample taken prove positive, show- 
ing the presence of any narcotic, stimulant, chemi- 
cal, or drug of any kind or description, the owner 
and trainer of the horse, either or both, may be 
suspended or ruled off. 


Perhaps it ought to be remarked, before any- 
body gets much worked up over the injustice of 
the first sentence, that all of the teeth are care- 
fully drawn in the second. This is, not in phras- 
ing to be sure, but in substance, the rule which 
the American Trainers Association was asking 
for at the N. A. S. R. C. meeting last winter. 
Most rules of racing provide that the trainer of 
a suspended horse shall be ruled off. What the 
trainers want is may instead of shall. 

Under the California rule, consequently, the 
Horse Racing Board may say to the assembled 
owners and trainers: “You are the absolute in- 
surors of and responsible for the condition of 
your horses, regardless of the acts of third par- 
ties. Cases dismissed.”’” The California rule is, 
consequently, considerably softer than those in 
most states, where the trainer of a stimulated 
horse is automatically suspended for at least 60 
days, even when no one believes he is personally 
responsible. 


Horse and Man 


HAT the Tremont and Dwyer Stakes are run 
on the same day at Aqueduct is more than a 
casual arrangement of stakes dates by Secretary 
John B. Campbell. The one is named for a horse, 
the other for the horse’s owner—or one of his 
owners if you want to be particular about it. 
Tremont was a son of Virgil, bred by Dan Swigert, 
which raced for the Dwyer Brothers—Mike and 
Phil—in 1886. He smacked down 13 straight 
victories at two and won $39,135, which at that 
far day was the greatest amount a 2-year-old had 
ever won. That record has long since been over- 
whelmed, but the record of 13 victories and no 
defeats at two still stands, despite the fleet hoofs 
of Morvich, Colin, et al. Tremont had another 
distinction, too; he was never headed at any stage 
of any race. He was done with racing in eight 
stormy weeks, and never raced again.

“we never really knew how good he was.” They 
found out, racing their horses to the last pitch 
and making them give all they had. When Han- 
over broke down, for instance, almost anyone else 
would have retired him to the stud, as he had won 
20 of 27 starts at three, and would have suffered 
fewer defeats if he had not been raced after he 
had obviously gone stale. But the Dwyers 
“nerved” him at four and sent him back to the 
races at five, to win nine of 17 attempts. When 
he did go to the stud everybody knew how good 
he was, all right. Considering that Ben Brush, 
as well as Hanover, came from the Dwyer stables, 
however, it is not immediately evident that over- 
racing a horse injures his stud prospects, though 
the comparative failure of Miss Woodford may 
have had some such explanation, since she was

used so much that Trainer James Rowe quit the 
Dwyers rather than be a party to her handling. 

The Dwyer Stakes, to complete the history les- 
son, is named for Philip J. Dwyer, not Mike. 
Philip was president of the Brooklyn Jockey Club 
which operated the track at Gravesend from 1886 
until the close of racing in New York, and he was 
among the group, mostly Brooklyn Jockey Club 
members, who bought the Aqueduct track in time 
to open when racing was resumed in the Empire 
State in 1914. He died in 1917, and in 1919 the 
name of the Brooklyn Derby, which had been in- 
augurated at Gravesend in 1887 (and had been 
won by Hanover that year) and had been trans- 
planted successfully at Aqueduct, was changed to 
the Dwyer Stakes. It was in the Dwyer of the 
following year that Man o’ War and John P. Grier 
fought their most memorable struggle. 

But that’s history, and the important thing 
about the Dwyer Stakes is that Whirlaway won it 
last Saturday. Possibly Jockey Basil James, 
who claimed foul on Market Wise, was over- 
mindful of precedent, for last year’s renewal went 
to Your Chance by disqualification, after Snow 
Ridge finished first. 


MICHIGAN 


Detroit 


UNE 21 was the twenty-eighth day of the De- 

troit meeting, which has been thus far a very 
successful one, with good attendance and _ in- 
creased betting. Featured on the Saturday pro- 
gram was the Cadillac Handicap, which is not a 
stakes event, despite a $4,000 purse, as the man- 
agement of the Detroit track has decided against 
stakes in favor of overnight races of the same 
approximate value. The Cadillac, at six furlongs, 
attracted 12 entries, and A. L. Ferguson's Epidor, 
after running in front all the way, was caught 
just at the end by Mrs. E. McCuan’s Wise Moss, 
and the two finished in a dead heat. Both are 
sired by speedsters, Epidor by Epithet, and Wise 
Moss by Wise Counsellor. 

A $1,500 overnight affair at a mile and 70 
yards was the only other non-claiming event, 
and this was won by the favorite, River Divide 
Farm’s High Fidelity, a 7-year-old Insco gelding 
which has now won three straight at the meet- 
ing, though he had been beaten in his seven 1941 
starts before he came to Detroit.

Two Top Youngsters 


ONDON, June 2.—-For those whose interest in 

bloodstock breeding and racing is largely 
academic, the war-time meetings at Newmarket 
are more enjoyable than any fixtures in normal 
times. This may seem a strange confession, but 
the reason for the statement is not far to seek. 
Instead of the customary 7,000 horses in training, 
we have now fewer than 2,000, and they represent 
the cream of their respective years. Normally. 
we have to sort out the good ones from a horde 
of indifferents, and the programs have to cater 
for all classes. Nowadays, at Newmarket in par- 
ticular, although cash values of prizes are so 
much reduced, every race has a vital interest. 
We have reduced racing to its true function—the 
discovery of those most worthy to propagate the 
species, and have eliminated the trappings that 
attract the multitude whose chief concern is to 
back a winner. I well realize that the crowds 
will have to be attracted again in order to make 
bieeding and ownership worth-while in a business 
sense, and that we shall have to build up again 
to the 7,000 horses in training to achieve this 
purpose, but the point I make is that the present 
rations suffice for the epicure. And the concen- 
trated vitamins are so palatable that we shall not 
altogether relish a return to more coarse and 
plentiful fare. 

In no department is this emphasis on quality 
more pronounced than in the 2-year-old section. 
I cannot quite make up my mind whether it is be- 
cause the moderate have been so largely elim- 
inated (as a consequence of the stringent ration- 
ing orders) that the season’s juveniles look so 
good, or whether it is the fact that they are an 
exceptional batch. I believe I shall be proved 
right in asserting that we have half a dozen or 
so whose merit exceeds the average best of re- 
cent years. At Newmarket last week, the T. Y. O. 
events were, in my opinion, the brightest features 
of the two days’ grand sport, and we were intro- 
duced to a filly and a colt which take their places 
right among the top-notchers. 

The debutante filly which captivated us was 
Martin Benson’s bay Cheerful Anne, a daughter 
of *Bahram out of Anne of Brittany, by Dili- 
gence. She won the Bartlow Plate over five fur- 
longs from 12 rivals in a hack canter, starting at 
odds-on. She is the best of her age and sex we 
have seen, and a very good best. A few months 
ago the filly was offered for sale, and a bid of 
800 guineas would have secured her. An Ameri- 
can buyer was interested, but the deal did not go 
through, which was lucky for Mr. Benson. Five 
times the sum named would not buy Cheerful 
Anne today. 

The other youngster to which I make particular 
reference is Lord Derby’s bay colt Watling Street. 
by Fairway out of Ranai, by Rabelais. Ranai won 
a couple of races for Lord Derby in France. and 
was brought to this country to take up duties at 
his lordship’s Knowsley Stud in 1928. She has 
done good service in breeding the useful winners 
Correa, Diosma, Clematis, and Kew, but none was 


‘ 
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of such merit as Watling Street. He is as good- 
looking as any of the Fairway tribe, which is high 
praise, and it may be that he has even more than 
his share of the family “temperament,”’ which is 
not so happy. At all events he behaved like the 
veriest greenhorn when paraded before the race 
for the Littleport Plate (5f.), and expended a 
great amount of energy in his antics in the pad- 
dock. This notwithstanding, he proceeded to 
beat a high-class field of 15 rivals in most ap- 
proved style, coming through on the hill at the 
end of five furlongs to account for Mrs. Glorney’s 
colt Birikan (by *Bahram) and Robin McAlpine’s 
gelding Papana (by Diplomat). Second and third 
have had winning experiences, and there were 
others in the field which had shown to advantage, 
so that there is no mistaking the value of the 
form. We shall, I think, have to rate Watling 
Street in company with the same owner’s Um- 
balla, the King’s Myrobella colt, and Mr. Allnatt’s 
Shah Rookh as real tip-top colts. 

The other two juvenile winners at last week’s 
Newmarket meeting were little behind the front 
rank. The May Stakes, first test of the season 
over six furlongs, was taken by Henri Jelliss’ 
colt Gold Nib, a son of Dastur out of Gold Race, 
by Colorado. There were 10 starters for this race, 
but for the Ashley Plate (5f. 140 yds.) there was 
a field of 19. The comfortable winner was Sir 
Hugo Cunliffe-Owen's colt by Colombo out of 
Sweet Abbess, by Felstead. 


The 3-Year-Olds 


HREE-YEAR-OLDS did not take so much of 
the limelight as usual, but there was a good 
deal of interest in the Melbourne Stakes, run over 
the mile and a half on which the New Derby will 
be decided on June 18. There were only eight 
runners, and it was generally considered that Sun 
Castle, claiming the maiden allowance, would 
enjoy a virtual walk over. Lord Portal’s hand- 
some colt duly landed the odds laid on him, but 
not even the most ardent admirers of the son of 
Hyperion (and I am numbered among them) 
could regard the performance as impressive. The 
Aly Khan's colt Annatom (by Fiterari), which is 
not regarded as the best of Fred Darling’s six 
Derby candidates by a long chalk, took Sun Cas- 
tle almost to the post, and it was by a bare length 
that he got home. Third place was taken by Sir 
Robert Brooke’s colt Cuerdley, a son of King 
Salmon making first appearance on a race course. 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort was not displeased 
with Sun Castle’s display. As the trainer re- 
marked to me, it was the first real race that the 
colt has had, and as he is a lazy sort of worker, 
the experience should be of very great benefit. 
It was a real good gallop throughout, as was 
proved by the watch, and it is something to know 
that Sun Castle will stay the Derby distance. But 
the fact remains that he will have to do better if 
he is to win the classic, and it cannot be said that 
he can be made much fitter than he was last 
week. He has never before appeared in such good 
racing shape, and a more perfectly made 3-year- 
old it would be hard to find, yet I am now candid- 
ly doubtful of his ability to win the Derby. It 
may be, as some of his backers still maintain, 
that he is sluggish and will do no more than is 
necessary, but I got the clear, impression last 
week that he was doing all he could, and that 
Annatom, conceding three pounds, was virtually 
his equal. 
The Harston Plate, for 3-year-olds, run over 10 
furlongs, provided the best finish of the meeting, 
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J. Bowes-Lyon’s colt Fair Tor (by Fairway out of 
Miss Tor, by Sansovino) scraping home by a 
head from Lord Rosebery’s Neptune (by Hyperion 
out of Blue Peter’s dam, Fancy Free), with Sir 
R. Brooke's filly Hillhampton, a short head away 
third of 16. 

The two divisions of the Somersham Plate 
(1m.) were won by fillies which are candidates 
for the New Oaks. Div. I was taken by John 
Dewar’s Commotion, a bay by Mieuxce out of 
Riot, by Colorado, and Div. II went to Sir R. 
Sykes’ chestnut Thixendale, a grandly made 
daughter of Caerleon out of that good race mare 
Barrowby Gem. 


The Handicappers 


N the handicap line, the most notable per- 

formance was that of Lord Glanely’s 5-year-old 
gelding Crown Colony in beating Ideal, Olidon, 
Finis, and five others for the Mildenhall Handi- 
cap over the two miles of the Summer Course. 
For a son of Colombo, Crown Colony stays ex- 
ceptionally well. Finis, though beaten out of the 
money, carried his big weight creditably, and will 
probably be favorite to win the Gold Cup at the 
“Ascot’”’ meeting which is to be run at Newmarket 
in the first week of July. 

Lord Hurst’s sprinter, the 4-year-old gelding 
Hyland Brume, won the Flying Handicap (5f.) 
from a crack field, and the Beresford filly Cool- 
nargent captured the Botesdale Handicap (7f.) 
for 3-year-olds. Runner-up in this race was the 
Hyperion colt Hyacinthus, which last season won 
the New Middle Park Stakes. 

Last to mention is the 6-year-old Aprille Son 
(by Apron), which won the Thornton Handicap 
(1m.) from Southport, Prince Tetra, and 14 oth- 
ers. Aprille Son was stepping up appreciably on 
his recent form, but his success did not come as 
a surprise to his trainer, George Beeby, who is an 
officer in the R. A. F. I hope that he passed on 
the tip to the many R. A. F. lads who attended the 
meeting. 


Royal Stable's Top 2-Year-Olds 


ONDON, June 9 (By Air Mail).—We had 
nothing of the customary Whitsuntide glut of 
meetings last week, Salisbury on the Monday and 
Newbury on Friday and Saturday being the al- 
lowance, but again it has to be confessed that the 
quality concentrated into these three days more 
than compensated for the loss of quantity. In 
one important respect, however, I must correct 
what I wrote in my last dispatch that the 2,000 
horses now in training “represent the cream of 
their respective years.” This is true so far as 
the 2- and 3-year-olds are concerned, and it was 
of these that I was thinking when I wrote the 
notes. The 4-year-olds and older horses that we 
see under silks are not so “creamy,” for all the 
best of their ages have either been sold to you 
or retired to our studs. As a result, we are woe- 
fully weak in entries for such events as the sub- 
stitute cup races—the Ascot Gold Cup nom- 
inations must be the worst class on record—and 
the higher-class handicaps. We have some tip- 
top sprinters among the seniors, but from a mile 
upwards we haven’t any 4-year-old performer 
that I would rate within 14 pounds of standard 
cup merit. 
Two more successes for His Majesty the King 
provided the features of last week’s sport. The 
Whit Monday crowd at Salisbury had the pleasure 
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of cheering home the colt by *Bahram out of 
Myrobella in the Salisbury T. Y. O. Plate—the 
youngster’s third win off the reel—while at New- 
bury on the Friday the brown filly by Hyperion 
out of Clarence, by Diligence, made a highly im- 
pressive debut in the Acorn Plate, an event con- 
fined to 2-year-old fillies. Both these juveniles 
are products of the National Stud and are leased 
to the King for their racing careers. They rank 
among the best—probably the outright best—of 
their age and sex, and it is many, many years 
since the Royal colors were carried by horses of 
such class. I fervently echo the wish expressed 
in this morning’s Sporting Life—may they win 
the 1942 Derby and Caks for His Majesty, may 
the races be run at Epsom, and may the Queen 
lead them in! 


Fred Darling's Three Winners 


EATURE of the Salisbury program was the 

Trial Stakes, for 3-year-olds over ten fur- 
longs, which we anticipated would throw some 
light on the Derby. There were nine runners 
and the winner was the maiden chestnut colt 
Fairy Prince (by Fairway out of Cachalot, by 
Hurry On). In receipt of 10 pounds he beat the 
odds-on Owen Tudor (Hyperion—Mary Tudor II) 
by a couple of lengths, with Mazarin (by 
Mieuxce) half a length away third and the over- 
rated Selim Hassan fourth. The others were of 
no account. Fairy Prince is owned by Lieut. F. T. 
Williams, who is a prisoner of war in Germany, 
and the colt is to take his chance in the Derby. 
It cannot be a very bright chance, though it must 
be almost as good as that of Owen Tudor. The 
latter, a most stylish-looking colt, does not live 
up to his home reputation, and I fear he is a bit 
soft. 

If Trainer Fred Darling was disappointed with 
Owen Tudor, he had some compensation during 
the afternoon, for he saddled three winners. The 
first of these was his own filly Precocity, a daugh- 
ter of Tiberius out of Lichen, by Manna, which 
beat 17 opponents for the mile Stonehenge Plate. 
She scored with considerable ease, and as she is 
bred to stay it is not surprising that she is hope- 
fully regarded for the Oaks. It must be noted, 
however, that none of those which Precocity beat 
at Salisbury was of much account. 

The Beckhampton stable’s second winner was 
the 2-year-old filly Sedition, owned by J. A. 
Dewar, in the Druids Plate. A daughter of 
Solario out of Riot [dam of the Oaks winner 
Commotion], by Colorado, Sedition scored by two 
lengths from James Rank’s colt Comique (by 
Mieuxce), with A. R. Cox's colt by Papyrus out of 
Jenepher third of 21. None of the ‘“alsos’’ was 
fancied, but I credit the winner with being useful. 

Darling and Jockey Harry Wragg—who is 
deputizing for Gordon Richards, laid up with a 
fractured leg—-completed the treble with the 
Myrobella colt, to whose success I have referred. 
The strong, muscular son of *Bahram toyed with 
his half-sized rivals, and although the winning 
margin was only a length, it could have been ten 
if his jockey had willed. Runner-up was James 
de Rothchild’s grey colt Tornado, a son of Tetra- 
tema. 

The Ogbourne Handicap (1!2m.) went to S. 
McGregor’s 5-year-old Eran Bird, a son of Craig 
an Eran. There were 18 runners, of which the 
Manchester Cup winner Top Coat and Buxton 
were most fancied, but neither could get in the 
money. The card was completed with the Wilt- 
shire Handicap (6f.), taken by a lightly-weighted 
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filly, the 4-year-old Valthema, a daughter of Or- 
well. Runner-up was the T-year-old gelding 
Azam Pasha, and among the 25 unplaced were 
such one-time handicap celebrities as Time Step, 
Quartier-Maitre, Reno Decree, Davy Dolittle, and 
America. 


Newbury Meeting 


LTHOUGH the Newbury Town Council would 

not approve the running of the Derby and 
Oaks at the meeting on June 6-7, they raised no 
objection to less pretentious programs, and it was 
pleasing to be back on the Berkshire course, one 
of the best in the country. On the Friday, the 
Beechtree Trial Stakes (11!m.) for 3-year-old 
fillies, enabled Lord Glanely’s One Thousand 
Guineas winner Dancing Time to demonstrate 
that she has stamina to match her fine speed. 
Without having the best of luck in running, the 
daughter of Colombo and Show Girl won in game 
style by a length and a half from Capt. J. U. 
Baillie’s black Firle, with Lord Rosebery’s little 
filly Mercy a similar distance away third. Peter 
Beatty’s Keystone finished last of the half-dozen 
starters, and it seems that some distance short of 
a mile is the length of her tether. It is difficult 
to see what is to beat Dancing Time for the Oaks 
at Newmarket on June 19. 

Sir Robert Brooke’s colt Cuerdley, which had 
run third to Sun Castle and Annatom on the oc- 
casion of his first appearance on the race course 
at Newmarket ten days previously, won the mile 
Ogbourne Maiden Plate from weak opposition. 
Cuerdley is by King Salmon out of the Sansovino 
mare Fawsley, and he has been backed for the 
Derby at long odds. 

In a field of 29 2-year-olds for the Kennett 
Maiden Plate, the winner was A. E. Allnatt’s 
grey Muzloom, a son of *Mahmoud out of Friar’s 
Daughter, by Friar Marcus. He scored cleverly 
by a length from Mrs. Macdonald-Buchanan’s colt 
Massowa (by Massine), with J. Olding’s colt 
Cathay (by Caerleon) a neck away third. Muz- 
loom is not the best of the batch of youngsters 
that Mr. Allnatt bought from the Aga Khan, but 
he is a quite useful sort, with a fine turn of foot. 

The star 2-year-old of the afternoon, however, 
was the filly by Hyperion out of Clarence which 
won the Acorn Plate for the King by two lengths 
from Major Montague’s filly Trouble (by Caer- 
leon) with Lord Glanely’s highly tried filly Per- 
fect Peace (by Colombo) two lengths off third 
and Bulolo filly and Peradventure, both previous 
winners, among the six unplaced. 

We had some hot six-furlong performers in 
the field for the Empire Handicap, and L. A. 
Abelson’s 5-year-old gelding Rue de la Paix (by 
Link Boy) won from Prince setra, Mickey the 
Greek, and a dozen others. It was not such a dis- 
tinguished company which turned out for the 
Compton Handicap (1!,m.), taken by Miss Dor- 
othy Paget’s 4-year-old colt Priority, a son of 
Winalot. 

Newbury’s Saturday crowd featured the sub- 
stitute Coronation Cup (1!2m.), and the field of 
seven emphasized the poverty of our resources 
for such events. Lord Rosebery’s small and rather 
mean-looking 4-year-old Hippius represented the 
best class, and started favorite, but the son of 
Hyperion was beaten a head by the Aga Khan’s 
4-year-old Winterhalter (by Gainsborough out of 
Perce Neige). Third place was secured by Neal 
Christey’s 4-year-old Lovely Trim (by Trimdon), 
the Derby hope Annatom was fourth, and Bell- 
man, Finis, and Sun Ray behind. It was an ap- 
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pallingly slow gallop for more than a mile, and 
the time for the full trip was 2:414s. 

The race which followed, over the same course, 
was the Berkshire Trial Stakes for 3-year-olds, 
and it was run in eight seconds faster time. 
“Manna” Morriss took the prize with his Derby 
hope Chateau Larose, a son of Chateau Bouscaut 
out of Pasca, the dam of Pasch, trained at New- 
market by veteran George Lambton. Staying on 
in good style after he had taken the lead about a 
furlong from home, Chateau Larose won by a 
neck from Lord Glanely’s Devonian (by Hy- 
perion), with Lord Rosebery’s Ptolemy (by 
Pharos) a head away third and other classic as- 
pirants in Mazarin, Valdavian, Thoroughfare, 
Fettes, Sunny Island, Single Court, and Royal 
Academy behind. Although Chateau Larose 
seems fairly sure to beat this company again in 
the Derby on June 18, the margin of his victory 
was not sufficiently pronounced to indicate that 
he has a great chance of defeating such as Lam- 
bert Simnel, Morogoro, and Sun Castle in the 
classic. 

A. E. Allnatt’s colors were to the fore again 
when Ujiji (by Umidwar out of Theresina) won 
the Woodcote Plate over six furlongs. At level 
weights, Ujiji was, I thought, a shade lucky to ad- 
minister the first defeat to Lord Derby’s smart 
Umballa (also by Umidwar), the margin being a 
short head. Another good recent winner, Gold 
Nib (by Dastur). was only half a length away 
third, and Mr. Allnatt’s second string Shahpoor 
(by Solario) was a good fourth of 14. 

The other three races on the Saturday card 
were handicaps, and they were of comparatively 
little interest. Lord Sefton’s gelding Costello and 
J. Bowes-Lyon’s gelding Salmoneuso, sons of Sir 
Cosmo and Miracle respectively, won over five 
and seven furlongs. Equally typical was the 
breeding of the winner of the two miles handi- 
cap, Lady Nuttall’s 7-year-old gelding Valentia. 
He is by Massine out of Hurry Off, by Hurry On.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


NEW YORK 
Aqueduct 


HE Dwyer and the Tremont Stakes, both 

among the older fixtures which were origi- 
nated at the old Gravesend track, represented the 
best of the Aqueduct racing on June 21. Whiri- 
away was confidently expected to win the Dwyer 
and he did so, though a foul was claimed against 
him after the race. While Whirlaway and Trainer 
Ben Jones were being photographed in the win- 
ner’s circle, stewards were listening to a patrol 
judge who reported that Whirlaway was clear of 
Market Wise when he drifted across the latter's 
path, and the official sign was soon up, not 
greatly to anycne’s surprise. The Calumet entry 
of Sun Again and Some Chance was expected, 
with almost equal confidence, to take the Tre- 
mont, and a bookmaker who would have laid 
against a one-two victory would have had a good 
many takers. But Some Chance got the worst 
of the start and Sun Again had to hustle to be 
third. One freak result was a $62.40 place price 
on the second horse, Rodney, as apparently there 
had been a terrific “can’t lose” play on the Calu- 
met entry to place. Rodney paid only $4.20 to 
show. 

Aqueduct got through the program of its sec- 
ond Saturday with only one claiming race. The 
first event, for maiden fillies, was won by J. H. 
Whitney's Weep Not, a Peace Chance filly which 
got her name from her dam, Oh Susanna. A 
Class C sprint was won by Coldstream Stable’s 
Town Boy, with Eddie Arcaro up, the jockey 
completing a double on Whirlaway. Jimmy 
Stout, Belair Stud, and Trainer James Fitzsim- 
mons also had a double, Perisphere, by Gallant 
Fox, winning a race for maiden 3-year-olds, and 
Fenelon, by *Sir Gallahad III, coming back after 
a lengthy rest to win a Class C handicap at 11, 
miles. Fenelon seemed himself again, won easily 
under top weight of 123 pounds, running in front 
all the way. 

The second week of the meeting represented a 
gain of about $400,000 over the first. The totai 
betting for the week was $4,802,901, which 
brought the turnover for the first 12 days to 
$9,226,822, and raised the daily average to 
$768,902. The betting on the Saturday card, for 
the second week, was well over a million, the 
exact figure being $1,139,329. 

The historic Brooklyn Handicap and the Great 
American Stakes will be run on the third Satur- 
day, June 28. 


Requested by Three Lengths 


In the Juvenile Stakes at Belmont Park the 
Calumet entry of Sun Again and Some Chance 
ran one-two. without much difficulty, and B. F. 
Whitaker’s Requested was fifth, beaten about six 
lengths, so there was some justification for the 
fact that in the Tremont Stakes ($5,000 added, 
2-year-old colts and geldings, 5', furlongs) at 
Aqueduct June 21 the Calumet entry was made 
a 3-to-10 favorite, while Requested (119), as sec- 
ond choice, was at nearly 6 to 1. 

The start was bad, however, with Some Chance 
(122) eliminated with the break, and Sun Again 
(119) also off slowly. Jockey Alfred Robertson 
shot Requested to the front immediately, and 
held the lead without challenge until Reformatory 
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Saturday, June 28, 1941 


(112) came up to his head in the stretch. The 
Geod Advice colt was not equal to the pressure, 
however, and fell back, as Requested drew 
steadily cut, kept in a drive to the finish. He 
won by three lengths from Mrs. E. G. Lewis’ 
Rodney (113), a Broadside colt which raced very 
well, though he hung a little at the end. Sun 
Again, finishing well after being blocked once 
in the early stages, was third, a half-length far- 
ther back, with J. H. Whitney’s Buster (112) 
fourth. Reformatory, Some Chance, and Brabant 
(112) fellowed in order. Time, :2245, :4625, 
1:05%5 (equals track record), track fast. Stakes 
division, $6,200, $1,000, $500, $250.

Whirlaway, by Not So Much 


The fifty-third Dwyer Stakes ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, 11, miles) at Aqueduct June 21 was 
remarkable chiefly in one respect: Calumet 
Farm's Whirlaway (126) won it by only a length 
and a quarter. He finished with something in re- 
serve, but he drifted out somewhat in the stretch, 
and Basil James, on Louis Tufano’s Market Wise 
(122), claimed a foul which was presently dis- 
allowed. 

Belair Stud’s outsider Greville (116) began in 
front, with J. Fred Byers’ Robert Morris (119) 
second, while James elected to wait things out 
with Whirlaway, which left the post last of four. 
Eddie Arcaro rated him through the back stretch, 
passed Market Wise going to the last turn, and 
then rapidly went by Greville and Robert Morris. 
Arcaro teok him in sharply once the Calumet 
colt was in front, but at about the furlong-pole 
he began drifting out. Market Wise was making 
a determined bid on the outside at this stage, 
and as Whirlaway came out James eased Market 
Wise slightly and steered him inside the *Blen- 
heim II colt. Whirlaway led him to the finish 
by a length and a quarter, with something left, 
and Market Wise was two and a half lengths

ahead of Robert Morris, with Greville last of the 
four, not persevered with when beaten. At the 
insistence of Trainer G. W. Carroll, James 
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claimed foul, but nothing came of it. Time, :24, 
749, 1:13%5, 1:3835, 2:03%6, track fast. Stakes 
division, $8,075, $2,000, $1,000, $500. 

The race was the fifth straight triumph of the 
series Whirlaway began with the Kentucky 
Derby, his eighth success of the year. Altogether 
the Wright colt has started 28 times, won 15 
races, finished second four times, third six times, 
and has earned $244,186. The victory did not 
alter his position on the list of American money 
winners, where he remains seventeenth, about 
$4,500 behind Bimelech. Particulars of his pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 10, 
page 748. 

After the Dwyer, Arcaro said he had felt a 
little dcubt as to what the horse would do on the 
sharp turns, but that such doubts disappeared 
“cence we got to rolling.’”’ Said Arcaro: ‘He'll 
break down all the 3-year-olds that keep trying 
to follow him.” 

Plans for Whirlaway call for him to ship to 
Arlington Park some time this week, where the 
Classic Stakes will be his first objective. He 
also holds an engagement in the American Derby 
at Washington Park, and it is apparently intend- 
ed to start him in it. If all goes well, he will go 
to Saratoga after the American Derby, with the 
Travers as his principal goal, though he may also 
be started in the Saratoga Cup. 


DELAWARE 


Delaware Park 


HE third week of the Delaware Park meeting 

was a five-day one, as there was no racing on 
the Monday. There was cloudy weather and a 
slow track on Tuesday, but conditions improved 
during the week, and the Saturday, June 21, card 
was run off under good conditions, with a fast 
racing strip—so fast in fact that two track rec- 
ords were lowered. 

The stakes event was the $10,000 Sussex Han- 
dicap, and this went to Arnold Hanger’s Dit, best 
son so far of the Broomstick stallion Transmute, 
which raced for H. P. Whitney but now stands at 
Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm near Lexington. 
Dit was four-fifths of a second over the track 
record, but he was not hard pushed at the end. 
A Class C sprint for a $1,500 purse went to Tall 
Trees Stable’s 8-year-old Crack Brigade gelding, 
Bill Farnsworth, which was winning the fiftieth 
race of his active career. 

The track records fell, not in the better races, 
but in two claiming events. In the first of these, 
at six furlongs, Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Dawn 
Attack, a 3-year-old by Mars, raced six furlongs 
in 1:10%5, cutting a full second from the previous 
record, and winning by four lengths. In the 
other J. Yancey Christmas’ Howard, racing to be 
claimed for $1,000, won at 114 miles in 2:36, a 
record which is reasonable evidence in itself that 
Delaware Park has not had many long races for 
top-flight horses. Dawn Attack’s victory gave 
the Jeffords stable a double, as an allowance race 
for 2-year-olds had gone to another of Mrs. Jef- 
fords’ racers, Seamanlike, by Halcyon from the 
Man o’ War mare Shipshape. Another double was 
scored by Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Total Eclipse, by 
*St. Germans, and Santo Domingo, by Lee O. 
Cotner, both winners in claiming events. 

In addition to the Indian River Steeplechase, 
which includes *Sussex, *Castletown, *London 
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Town, *Annibal, Ossabaw, Arch Hero, *Dolly’s 
Love, *Lechlade, and other jumpers among its 
nominations, two stakes are to be decided this 
week. The Diamond State Stakes, June 26, has 
Greville, Mettlesome, Attention, Monday Lunch, 
Harvard Square, Dispose, Magnificent, Ocean 
Blue, King Cole, Overdrawn, and others among its 
eligibles, and the Polly Drummond Stakes, on 
June 28 has a big field of 2-year-old filly eligibles, 
including Spanish Moss, which will be a probable 
favorite if she starts, as well as Lotopoise, Pig 
Tails, Flying Indian, Small Time, My Choice, and 
Miss I. Q. 


Mandingham Sets a Record 


One of the developments of the Spring Maiden 
Steeplechase series last year was Mandingham, 
from the Rokeby Stable of Paul Mellon. When 
he came to Delaware Park in 1940 he had never 
started over jumps, but he was sent out for the 
third in the series of maiden stakes, and he won 
with great ease by 15 lengths. He was not start- 
ed again in 1940, but this year, on June 13, he 
was again sent into a jumping race, which he 
won with equal superiority, cantering in 14 
lengths ahead. On June 18 he was put in the 
Georgetown Steeplechase Handicap ($6,000 add- 
ed, 4-year-olds and up, two miles), one of the 
richer stakes of the steeplechase season. He was 
second choice in the betting, favoritism going to 
Sanford Stud Farm’s Arch Hero (148), winner of 
a stakes over jumps at Belmont Park. 


Mandingham (143), with E. Roberts in the 
saddle, broke with his usual speed and drew 
rapidly away. He was five lengths in front when 
he came to the fourth obstacle, which he took 
badly, losing ground. He quickly regained his 
five-length margin, and he had no challenge until 
the ninth jump, when F. Ambrose Clark’s *Lon- 
don Town (150) went up to him. It was im- 
mediately apparent that he had been running 
under wraps, for he drew away from *London 
Town at once, was five lengths ahead over the 
last obstacle, and raced through the flat to win 
as his rider pleased. At the finish he was seven 
lengths ahead of *London Town, with Arch Hero 
20 lengths away third. The favorite jumped well, 
did not seem to have the speed to take him to the 
leaders. L. B. Mayer’s Ossabaw (158) was 
fourth, followed by *Dolly’s Love (151), Salem 
(135), *Fillip II (133), and Rhadamanthus (138). 
Our Sailor (14112), the only other starter, lost 
his rider at the fifth fence. Time, 3:42°5 (new 
track record), track fast. Stakes division, $6,- 
950, $1,000, $500, $150.

Mandingham was unplaced in three starts at 
two, but at three he won all of his three starts. 
At four he was once second in four starts, all on 
the flat. In 1939 he did not race, being prepared 
for jumping, and he made only the single start in 
1940. Altogether he has started 13 times, won 
six races, finished second once, and has earned 
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$13,650. As a steeplechaser he has won all of his 
three starts and has earned $11,200. Float did 
not race. She is also dam of the winners Mana- 
maid and Golden Float. She has two other foals, 
including a 1941 2-year-old, The Raft. *Queen 
of Jest won the Red Rose Stakes, and is also dam 
of the winners Jesting Queen, Miss Joker, One 


Jest, and Jest One. She was sister to the winner 


The Jester. Princess Dorrie won the One Thou- 
sand Guineas and Oaks, and produced the winners 
Magnus (Haverhill Stakes) and Black Queen, 
also dam of the Findon Stakes winner Black 
Knight. She was half-sister to Sunstar, winner 
of the Derby, Two Thousand Guineas, and New- 
market Stakes, and prominent English sire. 


Dit Goes the Distance 


Though he has given a very good account of 
himself at distances from one mile to 144 miles, 
Arnold Hanger’s Dit (114) has been considered 
by many to be fundamentally a_ high-class 
sprinter, and for the Sussex Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 114 miles) at Dela- 
ware Park June 21 he was passed over for J. 
Yancey Christmas’ Rough Pass (113) and 
Brandywine Stable’s Masked General (116), the 
latter being made a strong favorite at 111% to 10. 

Dit, under Johnny Gilbert’s handling, went to 
the front at once and set a good but not an ex- 
tremely fast pace. Masked General was second 
after the early stages, but he never let Dit get 
far away from him, and he made a determined 
bid on the outside on the upper turn. But the 
ground he was losing was too much for him, and 
Dit pulled away. As Masked General dropped 
back Greentree Stable’s Corydon (116) came up 
from third place, but by this time Dit was two 
lengths in front, going very well, and though 
Gilbert roused him near the end Dit seemed to 
have something left. He won by two and a half- 
lengths, with Corydon a half-length ahead of 
Masked General.

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CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park 


T is by no means certain that the lavishly aired 

caffeine scandal at Hollywood Park is having 
an adverse effect on the meeting, but there were 
minor indications in that direction. The general 
pattern at Hollywood Park, as at most tracks, 
shows gradual improvement as the meeting pro- 
gresses. Hollywood Park began that way this 
season, and through its first 17 days of racing 
had a pari-mutuel turnover averaging about 
$587,000 daily. With a full week’s racing added 
to this, the pari-mutuel average for 23 days of 
racing was $576,489. 

There was no Monday racing at Hollywood 
Park during the week beginning June 9, and re- 
ports of wagering on June 21 have not been re- 
ceived. Taking the four days which can be com- 
pared, June 10, 11, 12, and 13, against June 17, 
18, 19, and 20 of last week, there is a drop of 
$137,289 showing for the four days last week. It 
is not demonstrable that the public hue and cry 
is responsible for this decrease, but it is a rather 
unfamiliar pattern as compared to the track’s 
previous betting history. 

On June 21 the $10,000 added Inglewood Han- 
dicap at 144, miles, a preparation for the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup, was offered, and it resulted in a 
surprise victory for Louis B. Mayer's Sir Jeffrey, 
a 4-year-old by *Sir Gallahad III—One Hour, 
which set a new track record of 1:42%5. Sir 
Jeffrey, lightly regarded, was about 8 to 1 in the 
betting, and apparently none too well regarded 
by his owner, is not an eligible for the $75,000 
handicap. It was the first stakes victory for the 
colt, which cost Mr. Mayer $11,300 at the 1938 
Saratoga sales. 7 


Another for Painted Veil 


A new stakes added this year to Hollywood 
Park's features is the Sequoia Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, seven 
furlongs), which had its inaugural running June 
14. Seven fillies and mares accepted, Neil S. Mc- 
Carthy’s Augury (124) being the favorite, as she 
had beaten Hysterical and others in a handicap 
a week earlier. 

The Louis B. Mayer stable was represented by 
the entry of Torch Betty (103) and Painted Veil 
(3, 110), the latter the only 3-year-old in the field. 
Torch Betty went out at a very fast pace, while 
Jack Westrope kept Painted Veil in striking dis- 
tance, but back of the leaders. The favorite went 
up to dispute the lead with Torch Betty, and was 
carried a half-mile in :45°5. This disposed of the

pacemaker, but as Augury was about to take the 
lead Painted Veil moved forward on the outside. 
She went a trifle wide, but Westrope steadied her, 
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and she came on fast to take the lead in mid- 
stretch, and she drew out readily to win by two 
and a half lengths. Augury held on well, though 
no match for the winner, and was a length ahead 
of Vegas Stock Farm’s Omelet (141). R. A. 
Coward’s U-Boat (102), weakening after a fast 
first quarter, was fourth, and Torch Betty, Sweet 
Nancy (103), and Perfect Rhyme (108) followed 


in order. Time, :22%5, :45%, 1:1035, 1:23%, 
track fast. Stakes division, $7,425, $2,000, $1,000,

Painted Veil, a half-sister to Mate, was a 
$3,200 yearling purchase, Dan B. Midkiff acting 
for Mr. Mayer at the Saratoga auctions of 1939. 
She has started 24 times, won eight races, 
finished second four times, third seven times, and 
has earned $24,460. She won the Allied Charities 
Handicap at Santa Anita Park March 10, and 
particulars of her pedigree appeared in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE of March 22, page 513. 


The Caffeine Case 


By June 14 the California public knew that 
urinalysis had revealed that nine horses at Holly- 
wood Park had been given caffeine. By June 23 
that was still all it knew, for the fireworks which 
had been planned, in the form of a public inquisi- 
tion of owners, trainers, and grooms of these 
horses, were postponed after a brief meeting, and 
presumably there will be no developments made 
public until July 7, when another meeting of the 
California Horse Racing Board is planned. 

Early in the case Chairman Giesler had told 
the owners, in substance, that they had plenty of 
money, and the Horse Racing Board didn’t, and it 
was up to them to spend some of it to clear 
themselves. This caused a buzz of indignation, 
and Hollywood Park, which has had several con- 
gratulatory pats recently from Chairman Giesler, 
stepped forward and offered to defray the cost 
of the investigation, referring to itself as “an 
injured and innocent bystander.” 

Norman W. Church, not one of those whose 
horses were stimulated (the question of whether 
caffeine is a stimulant was raised in some quar- 
ters, evidently not equipped with a dictionary), 
issued a statement in which he said he believed 
the administration of caffeine was “a clear case 
of sabotage by some disgruntled culprit.” He 
remarked further that “There has been some 
criticism of undue publictiy in the handling of 
these [cases], compared to the treatment which 
might have been accorded in other states where 
publicity putting the sport of racing in a bad 
light is much less frequent than has been the 
case in California.” (The story of the positive 
chemical tests got into the newspapers despite 
the efforts of the California Horse Racing Board 
to carry on the investigation in secret.) 

On June 23 the Horse Racing Board met 
briefly, with bristling banks of legal representa- 
tives of the affected owners present. It was an- 
nounced that postponement of the case until July 
7 was made because tests of the effects of caf- 
feine as a stimulant were to be made at the 
Rancho San Luis Rey of Charles E. Cooper, a 
member of the board and a prominent California 
breeder. 

Thomas F. Kilmartin, the third member of the 
beard, pointed out that owners of horses involved 
were racing to some extent under a cloud, and 
he moved that the owners be exonerated of any 
connection with the stimulation. Chairman Gies- 


ler voted against this, as did Mr. Cooper.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE Betsy Ross Stakes, engaging 2-year-old 

fillies, was the most important race at Suf- 
folk Downs last week, with Arnold Hanger’s 
Light Lady returned the winner by a length and 
a half. A Class C event at one mile, for 4-year- 
olds and up, with a $1,500 purse, supported the 
stekes, and Mrs. W. W. Adams’ Advocator, by 
*Sickle, was the winner of this. The only other 
non-claiming event was a five-furlong dash for 
2-year-clds, and this went easily to A. T. Sim- 
mons’ Hialeah. The Ariel colt, getting his second 
victory from three starts, was a 1-to-2 favorite, 
and he won off by himself. 

The jockey race at Suffolk Downs was thor- 
oughly tied up through June 21. On June 20 
Walter Lee Taylor rode three winners to take 
the lead, but Milton Briggs, winning the last race 
on that date, made it a tie at 33-all. On Satur- 
day Taylor won again, but so did Briggs, so the 
score remained tied. 

There was no such close competition among the 
owners. Through June 21 horses from the Hal 
Price Headley stable had accounted for 11 races 
and $20,625, giving the Kentucky owner a big 
lead over the runner-up, Mrs. C. C. Winters, 
whose horses had earned $8,450. The richest 
races are yet to come, however, and the owner 
of the winner of the Massachusetts Handicap, 
with $50,000 added, is likely to be the leading 
owner of the meeting. Among the trainers M. 
(Smoke) Hershenson, in charge of the Headley 
horses, is well in front, having saddled the 11 
Headley horses and two others, for a total of 13 
wins in the first 36 days of racing at the Massa- 
chusetts track. 

On June 28 the Constitution Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and up, at one mile, will be the fea- 
tured event, and in the following week, on July 
4, will come the first of the richer races, the 
Yankee Handicap, a $25,000 event for 3-year- 
olds. Whirlaway is an entry, but is considered 
a non-starter, since there is not much point to 
training the Calumet colt for handicaps when 
there are plenty of richer races in which he can 
meet others of his age at equal or nearly equal 
weights. Most of the other prominent 3-year- 
olds are eligible, and a good field is predicted. 


Another for Third Covey 


Early in the Suffolk Downs meeting Hal Price 
Headley’s Third Covey, 4-year-old son of Su- 
premus, won his first stakes victory in the Paul 
Revere Handicap. Thereafter he was rested, and 
did not start again until the Bunker Hill Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile) 
on June 17. He met no very fancy field, his 116 
pounds being top weight, and was made favorite 
at 5 to 2. 

J. U. Gratton’s Liberty Franc (110), also a 
stakes winner at the meeting, made the early 
pace, opening up a three-length lead over Sassy 
Lady (112) in the first half-mile, but after that 
distance he began coming back slightly. The 
favorite was off slowly, and wag held in sixth 
place along the back stretch, moving up grad- 
ually on the far turn. On the last turn Sassy 
Lady quit, and Mrs. M. C. Breen’s Sundodger 
(109) moved up to challenge the leader. Mean- 
while Jockey S. Young was driving Third Covey 
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on the outside, and he had caught the leaders at 
the furlong-pole. Liberty Franc made a dogged 
attempt to go with him but was not quite good 
enough, and Third Covey was a half-length ahead 
at the finish. Sundodger dropped back slightly, 
and was third, three-fourths of a length behind 
Liberty Franc, and Mrs. S. Orr’s Star Boarder 
(110) was fourth, another nose away, closing 
stoutly. In order followed Deimos (108), Patrol 
Sceut (108), Night Editor (114), Maechance 
(104), and Sassy Lady. Time, :24, :47%5, 1:12, 
1:3845. track fast.

First for Light Lady 


Good news came fast for Arnold Hanger on 
June 21. Within approximately 20 minutes he 
won two stakes, the Sussex Handicap at Dela- 
ware Park, and the Betsy Ross Stakes ($7,500 
added, 2-year-old fillies, five furlongs) at Suffolk 
Downs. Whereas in the Sussex Dit was a mild 
surprise, Mr. Hanger’s Light Lady (111) was a 
strong favorite for the Betsy Ross, having won 
her only previous start by four lengths at Bel- 
mont Park in early June, and having worked 
three-eighths in :3545 over a heavy track at Suf- 
folk Downs the day before the race. 

J. C. Brasell’s Begda (111), by Eternal or 
Compensatory, was hustled into the lead at the 
start, with the Astoria Stakes winner Flying 
Indian (116) in close pursuit, Hal Price Head- 
ley’s Lotopoise (111) third. Light Lady, be- 
ginning rather slowly, worked her way up on the 
outside, and was in fourth position going to the 
last turn. Flying Indian gave ground around the 
turn, then stopped badly. Lotopoise went up to

Lady Teddy 
won, and is also dam of the winner Teddy Kerry 
(Del Mar Labor Day Handicap). *Embassy is 
also dam of the winners Voltaic (Hollis, Olympic, 
Saratoga Sales Stakes), Lone Eagle II (in Eng- 
land), Constance (also producer), Crafty Fox, 
Pro-Consul, and Enchanter, and the producer 
Lady Consul. Curia produced the winners Sun 
Cure, Star Chamber (Hylton Handicap), Curialis 
(Alington Stakes), Lead On (also producer),

Opening at Arlington 


INCOLN FIELDS completed its successful 30- 

day meeting June 21, the day’s racing fea- 
tured by the Lincoln Handicap, which went un- 
expectedly to Howard Wells’ Equifox, with the 
favored Shot Put finishing next to last under his 
top impost. The rest of the card was made up 
of claiming races, with the exception of a maiden 
event at five furlongs, won by Jay D. Weil's 
Putitthere, a home-bred by Singing Wood. 

On June 23 the big plant at Arlington Park 
opened its gates for a meeting which will include 
34 days of racing, and will see the distribution of 
nearly $500,000. On opening day a crowd esti- 
mated at 15,000 was out, to see a program fea- 
tured by the Myrtlewood Handicap, a $2,500 
added race which replaces the Arlington In- 
augural Handicap. The winner was Huntley and 
Sher’s Kings Blue, a son of Blue Larkspur. The 
Bradley stallion, 3-year-old champion of 1929, 
had something of a field day, his get winning 
three races. The first of these was Boysy, owned 
by H and H Stock Farm, which was making his 
first start though he was five years old. He won 
at the longest odds of the day, paying $71.20 for a 
$2 straight ticket. The seventh race completed 
the triple, C. W. Pershall’s Royal Blue being the 
winner. Blue Larkspur narrowly missed another 
win when the well liked Blue Delight finished 
third in an allowance race for 3-year-olds, the 
winner being Walmac Farm’s big Bushwhacker, 
son of Chance Shot. 

The Myrtlewood was the first of three stakes 
offered during the first week. The Primer, for 
2-year-olds, was scheduled for June 25, and on 
the first Saturday, June 28, the $7,500 added 
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Matron Handicap, at one mile is the feature. 
There were 25 nominations for this event, includ- 
ing Challene (which raced last year as Little 
Lucy), Proud One, Montsin, Shine O’Night, Laa- 
tokka, Blue Delight, Misty Isle, Unerring, Val- 
dina Myth, and Miss Discovery. 


Equipoise Colt Wins 


Having been rather decisively beaten for the 
13;,-mile La Salle Handicap at Lincoln Fields 
June 14, Howard Wells’ Equifox was an 11-to-1 
chance for the Lincoln Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-clds and up, 1', miles) at Lincoln Fields 
on closing day, June 21, while the La Salle Han- 
dicap winner Shot Put (123), picking up seven 
acditional pounds, was an 11-to-10 favorite. 

The field for the Lincoln was very much that 
cf the La Salle, and it was again Mrs. Emil Dene- 
mark’s War Minstrel (108) which dashed to the 
front to make pace. Forever Prince (10414) 
gave chase for the first six furlongs and then 
dropped back exhausted, and Idle Sun (108) a 
stablemate of the leader, moved up and in the 
stretch, took the lead from War Minstrel. W. C. 
Stroube’s Sirasia (109'2) and Equifox were both 
moving at this stage, each having been saved for 
nearly a mile. In the last furlong the challengers 
took over, as both Idle Sun and War Minstrel 
tired steadily, and in the last few strides Equifox 
bested Sirasia in the drive, and won by a neck. 
Sirasia was a length in front of Idle Sun, with 
War Minstrel a head farther back. Shot Put, 
apparently finding his impost too great, lacked 
his usual finishing power and was fifth, with For- 
ever Prince sixth and last. Time, :2435, :4834, 
1:1335, 1:38%5, 1:5145, 2:05, track fast.

She is also dam 
of the winners Rhubarb, General Keeps, Rocky 
Road, Mount Lookout, Mount Echo, Hi-Fella, and 
Edith A. (also producer), all except the first- 
named two got by *Mount Beacon. Roselawn is 
also dam of the winners Melachrino (Tia Juana 
Futurity), Westwood (17 wins, including Fort 
Erie, Metropole Handicaps), and Woodrose (also 
producer), and the producer Shady Nook. 


Kings Blue Wins the Myrtlewood 


On opening day at Arlington Park, June 23, a 
good field of sprinters met for the first running 
of the Myrtlewood Handicap ($2,500 added, 3- 
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year-olds and up, six furlongs), the race being 
named fer Brownell Combs’ fast filly which holds 
the Arlington Park track record, 1:09%;, for the 
distance. The field was well matched, and the 
favorite, Potranco (122), started at nearly 3 to 
1, as support was rather well scattered. 

King Farm's Double Call (3, 100) began in 
front, with Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Equistar (110) 
at his head. Be Blue (109) was third in the early 
stages, and Huntley and Sher’s Kings Blue (114) 
was rated in fourth place by Jockey J. Richard. 
Turning into the stretch Double Call quit abrupt- 
ly, and Equistar took the lead. Meanwhile Kings 
Blue was being sent up on the outside, and Milky 
Way Farm’s Up the Creek (110), which had been 
outrun, began moving from farther back. Hyman 
Friedberg’s Montsin, a 36-to-1 outsider, began 
running up through the field. Equistar, exhausted 
from his duel with the pacemaker, tired in the 
last furlong, and Kings Blue caught him easily, 
then had to be hard driven to withstand Up the 
Creek. But he stood punishment stoutly, and 
beat the Milky Way horse a length, as Montsin, 
closing very well, caught Equistar in the last 
strides to be third. two and a half lengths behind 
Up the Creek.

The New Derby 


T Newmarket on Wednesaay, June 18, Eng- 

land had its second substitute Derby Stakes 
of the current war. This time it did the job in 
spectacular fashion. In the stands and scattered 
along both sides of the dog-leg Newmarket track 
near the finish line were approximately 50,000 
Britishers, the largest crowd that had ever seen 
a race at the famous old “headquarters” track. 
Overhead roared the armed watchdogs of the 
Royal Air Force, there to protect the record 
crowd against strafing from German planes if 
necessary. As the Derby field came in sight over 
the green horizon one of the R. A. F.’s Hurri- 
canes came over the hill above them, throttle 
wide, and hurtled along the line of the track, the 
din of its motors lost in the din of the roaring 
crowd. For showmanship Billy Rose couldn't 
have done better. 


But the planes were apparently there for some- 
thing besides showmanship. Even as the Derby 
was being run the traffic lanes about New- 
market were hopelessly snarled for miles, and an 
attack from the air would have found the huge 
crowd literally unable to get out of its own way. 
The thousands of automobiles, cabs, busses, and 
trucks driving from London for the race, had met, 
about ten miles from Newmarket, a motorized 
army division on maneuvers, going in the op- 
posite direction. It was hours before the tangle 
of traffic was cleared up. London newspapermen 
estimated that 100,000 gallons of rationed gaso- 
line were burned by the Derby crowd. 

Twenty 3-year-olds went to the post for the 
dramatic contest. Among them the favorite, at 
4 to 1, was the New Two Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Lambert Simnel, with Sun Castle and Moro- 
goro also well played. But as the field came into 
the vision of the packed stands the favorites 
were hard to find, and the leader was an outsider, 
Starwort. As they came down the hill Owen 
Tudor, at 25 to 1, Morogoro, and the 100-to-1 
outsider Firoze Din moved out to pass Starwort 
and battle for the lead. Billy Nevett, on leave 
from the army for the occasion, got Owen Tudor 
to the front, kept him there against the challenge 
of Morogoro, and finished the 114-mile course a 
length and a half in front. Two lengths farther 
back in third place was Firoze Din. Morogoro, 
at 11 to 2, was the only one of the betting favor- 
ites to finish close, both Lambert Simnel and Sun 
Castle finishing far back in the field. 

Until Lady James Douglas’ Gainsborough won 
the New Derby of 1918 no woman owner had ever 
won the world’s No. 1 horse race. But in 1937 
Mid-day Sun and Sandsprite finished first and 
second, both carrying the colors of women own- 
ers, Mrs. G. B. Miller and Mrs. F. Nagle. Now, 
for the second time in four years, the Derby (if 
the wartime substitute is included in the series) 
has seen horses owned by women finish first and 
second. Owen Tudor is owned by Mrs. Macdonald- 
Buchanan, and Morogoro is the property of the 
Maharani Saheb of Kolhapur. 

The winner’s share of the purse was £4,473. 
The time was 2:33, faster than the Derby was 
ever run at its traditional home, Epsom Downs, 
but not especially fast for the Newmarket course. 

Both the first and second horses at the finish 
had been saddled by Fred Darling, who found the 
stands so packed that he had been unable to find 
a place to watch the race and had had to crowd 
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into the press box to see it. It was his seventh 
winner of the Derby since he succeeded his father 
as master of the family training establishment 
at Beckhampton in 1913, and nis third winner in 
the last four years. His earlier winners were 
Lord Woolavington’s Captain Cuttle (1922) and 
Coronach (1926), H. E. Morriss’ Manna (1925), 
John A. Dewar’s Cameronian (1931), Peter Beat- 
ty’s Bois Roussel (1938), his own Pont l’Eveque 
(1940). Darling has now tied the record of the 
late John Porter, whose phenomenal series of 
classic victories included seven Derby renewals.

Owen Tudor was one of the more promising 2- 
year-olds of the abbreviated racing season of 
1940. He made only three starts, winning his first 
effort, the five-furlong Salisbury Stakes, finishing 
unplaced behind Starwort, Hyacinthus, and two 
others, in the Criterion Stakes, and dropping a 
head decision to City of Flint in the six-furlong 
Boscawen Stakes at Newmarket. In his first start 
of 1941 he had won the Column Stakes at New- 
market, but against the stronger competition of 
the New Two Thousand Guineas field he had fin- 
ished fifth to Lambert Simnel. In the 11!s-mile 
Trial Stakes at Salisbury June 2 he was beaten 
two lengths by Fairy Prince, which was in re- 
ceint of eight pounds. 

The Derby added another item to the remark- 
able stud success of Lord Derby's stallion Hy- 
perion, the top 3-year-old of 1933 in England and 
half-brother to three other noted sires, *Sickle 
and *Pharamond II in the United States and 
Hunter’s Moon in Argentina. Owen Tudor rep- 
resents the third crop of foals by Hyperion. The 
first, foals of 1936, included the high-class stakes 
winners Admiral’s Walk, Casanova, *Heliopolis, 
His Highness, Titan, *Hypnotist, and Quick Ray; 
the second had such stars as Golden Penny, Hip- 
pius, Hyphon, Stardust, and the New One Thou- 
sand Guineas and New Oaks winner Godiva, 
which died last year; and the third includes so 
many good 3-year-olds that THE BLOOD-HORSE’s 
English correspondent The Briton at one time was 
debating which of seven sons of Hyperion was the 
probable winner of the Two Thousand Guineas. 
Among these good ones are Hyacinthus, Sun 
Castle, Orthodox, and Selim Hassan. 

Owen Tudor is the second foal of Mary Tudor 
(II in England), which was a top-class racer in 
France. At two she won, finished second in the 
Prix des Foals, third in the Grand Criterium (be- 
hind Brantome and Sa Parade, which was reck- 
oned the best filly of the season) and Prix 
Herod. At three she won the French equivalent 
of the One Thousand Guineas (beating Sa Parade 
by four lengths) and Prix Vermeille and was sec- 
ond to Adargatis in the French Oaks equivalent. 
She is by the outstanding sire Pharos out of 
Anna Bolena, which as a 3-year-old in 1923 won 
the French One Thousand, Prix Chloe, and Prix 
Juigne. Other winners produced by Anna Bolena 
include the French St. Leger (Prix Royal Oak) 
winner Jumbo. Anna Bolena’s dam, Queen Eliza- 
beth II, was foaled in England, did not race, and 
was sent to France as a 5-year-old in 1913. It 
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is the great family of Queen Mary, dam of *Bon- 
nie Scotland and ancestress of many noted racers. 

Morogoro, the second horse in the Derby, is by 
Felicitation—Moti Begum, by Gainsborough, and 
Firoze Din, which finished third, is by Fairway— 
La Voulzie, by *Teddy. 


Commotion's New Oaks 


The New Oaks, run over the same 1!.-mile 
course the day after the New Derby, saw ten 
3-year-old fillies go to the post, with the New 
One Thousand Guineas winner Dancing Time the 
odds-on favorite. She finished third, the winner 
being J. A. Dewar’s Commotion, a filly which had 
breken her maiden in a six-furlong race earlier 
in June. Commotion, trained by Fred Darling 
and ridden by Harry Wragg, was among the 
trailers until the last quarter-mile, then went up 
between horses and moved to the rail to take the 
lead from Dancing Time and Turkana. She 
finished two lengths in front of Turkana, owned 
by Lt. Col. P. G. Robinson, which outstayed the 


favorite for second place. The winner’s time 
was 2:37.

Lady Juror 


Commotion raced only once at two, and finished 
unplaced in the Coworth Stakes, won by the 
American-bred Reno Decree. In her first start at 
three she was unplaced, then broke her maiden 
in a six-furlong race at Newmarket. She is one of 
the first crop of foals by Sir Victor Sassoon’'s 
stallion Mieuxce, which was purchased in France 
after he had distinguished himself as the best 
3-year-old of 1936, winning the Prix du Jockey 
Club (Derby), Grand Prix de Paris, Prix Delatre, 
Prix Hocquart, and Prix Lupin. Mieuxce is one 
of the highest-class horses of recent years from 
the St. Simon male line. His pedigree is dis- 
tinctively French in the more immediate crosses. 

In tail-female descent Commotion stands at the 
end of a succession of six generations of stakes- 
winning mares. Her dam, Riot, as a 2-year-old 
in 1931 won the July Two-Year-Old, Cnesterfield, 
and Levant Stakes, earning approximately $23,000 
in the three races. She had already produced 
the good winner Outbreak and the recent 2-year- 
old winner Sedition. Her dam, Lady Juror, 
won £8,057 and, after being sold to the late Lord 
Dewar for 8,300 guineas, produced no fewer than 
eight stakes winners, among them the very prom- 
ising young sire Fair Trial (sire of Lambert Sim- 
nel, etc.). Lady Josephine, the next dam, won 
the Acorn Stakes at Epsom Downs and Coventry 
Stakes at Ascot, and was also dam of the flying 
filly Mumtaz Mahal, grandam of *Mahmoud. The 
next dam, Americus Girl, which earned £8,372 in 
first monies, was bred in Ireland, by the Ameri- 
can-bred sprinter Americus out of the Irish stakes 
winner Palotta, by Gallinule. 

Turkana, which finished second, was one of the 
better 2-year-old fillies of the 1940 season. She

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Triplets 


A rare but by no means wholly unprecedent- 
ed occurrence is reported by Jerry Mason, of Carl- 
ton, Mo., whose mare Lady Camilla, by *Pot au 
Feu, slipped triplets on June 10. The mare was 
due to foal 12 days later, and the brood included 
one colt and two fillies, by Scat, son of *Chicle. 
All three died, but all were alive at birth, Mr. 
Mason reported to THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

The incidence of triplets in Thoroughbred births 
is not to be determined, because there is, in the 
first place, no certainty that all cases have been 
reported. In 1913 J. B. Robertson (Mankato) 
wrote in the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review that 
there was no report of triplets in the General 
Stud Book, but he mentioned several unofficial 
instances of triplets, including one concerning 
the Thoroughbred Sunstroke, which was officially 
reported as twins. 

In Volume 22 of the General Stud Book, pub- 
lished just after the Robertson article was writ- 
ten, triplets in the year 1909 were reported for 
the mare Scintilla, and another instance of trip- 
lets was reported by F. M. Prior in 1927, when 
the mare Belle Isle slipped triplets by Inkerman. 
(This report does not appear in the General Stud 
Book, however.) In Horse and Hound, March 25, 
1938, Prior reports an unusual case, though the 
mare concerned was not a Thoroughbred. This 
was the mare Mercy, which was bred on June 3 
to one stallion, on June 19 to another; she slipped 
twins on the following January 9 and dropped a 
live colt on May 23.

There is no cogent reason why the introduc- 
tion of good horses should synchronise with big 
wars, but the fact is they do. The death of that 
great stayer and sire, Son-in-Law, reminds me 
that Great War No. 1 produced Gainsborough, 
Gay Crusader, Hurry On and others that have 
left indelible marks on the records, and the Boer 
War saw the peerless Sceptre make her record- 
breaking feats. 

So I am looking to the two-year-olds of 1941 to 
show us something above the ordinary—some- 
thing far better than either 1939 or the moderate 
1940 could do.—Bayardo in Reynolds News (Lon- 
don).

The Town and Country Equestrian Association 
of Chicago has issued a booklet listing all stables 
which have horses for hire in the Chicago dis- 
trict. Location, telephone number, owner and 
manager, and number of horses available are 
given for each stable. Altogether the Chicago 
area, which 20 years ago had approximately 
1,000 riding horses, has 2,570 horses for public 
hire, 1,181 privately owned ones, and private 
stables with a total of 414 animals, making a 
total of 4,165 riding horses in Chicago and its 
environs.

Brooklyn Handicap 


OST important offering of the current week- 
end is the Brooklyn Handicap, with $25,000 
added, the richest event on the Queens County 
Jockey Club’s summer program. Leading the 
eligibles in prominence and bringing up the rear 
as to the probability of starting is Whirlaway. 
Apparently the 3-year-old champion, after scar- 
ing his connections for a time in his foray against 
older horses in the Henry of Navarre Purse at 
Belmont Park May 20, will stick to his division 
until the weight-for-age Saratoga Cup August 30. 
The Brooklyn Handicap might be tempting for 
Owner Warren Wright and Trainer Ben Jones 
but for two facts—-the weight assignment and 
the narrowness of Aqueduct’s turns. John B. 
Campbell assigned Whirlaway 118 pounds for the 
Brooklyn. This is six pounds over scale and his 
board of strategy isn’t very willing to ask Whirl- 
away to make concessions again to older horses 
until he is more mature and the rich and im- 
portant 3-year-old attractions, the Classic, Amer- 
ican Derby, and Travers, are safely put away. 
Whirlaway successfully negotiated Aqueduct’s 
brief turns in adding the historic yet compara- 
tively modest-valued Dwyer to his Triple Crown 
achievements, but his final advantage over 
Market Wise and Robert Morris came only after 
he had drifted out in the stretch. Arlington 
Park’s track and its wide, sweeping turns are 
more to his taste, and the Classic, set for July 
26, is a race the Calumet Farm owner is very 
anxious to win. Not only is he a Chicagoan, but 
Mr. Wright was also a leading spirit in Arlington 
Park when this $40,000 special was getting its 
start. If Whirlaway is to be asked to meet older 
horses again before his conquest of the three big 
summer specials for 3-year-olds, it may occur in 
the Stars and Stripes Handicap on July 4. 
Whirlaway’s defection leaves Your Chance as 
the No. 1 candidate for the Brooklyn Handicap. 
In Handicapper Campbell’s estimation, the 4- 
year-old chestnut son of Chance Shot and Eve- 
ning, by St. James, is the fourth best of the 
Brooklyn eligibles, having been assigned 121 
pounds, six under the impost assigned Mioland, 
three pounds by scale under Porter’s Cap. The 
two Charles S. Howard colts are at Hollywood 
Park where the pickings, Tom Smith hopes, are

easier than he found this spring on the eastern 
side of the Mississippi. 

By virtue of his splendid performance in win- 
ning the Suburban Handicap, Your Chance is 
expected to rule favorite in the Brooklyn al- 
though he will be taking up an additional seven 
pounds over his package in Belmont Park’s valu- 
able event. Under Bert Mulholland’s careful 
priming, the colt appears fresh and good for the 
engagement in which he appears to have Fene- 
lon, Haltal, Dit, and Corydon as his most formid- 
able rivals. Your Chance runs in the silks of 
Mrs. George D. Widener although half of him 
belongs to the venerable Andrew Jackson Joyner, 
who last year was willing to follow one of the 
late John E. Madden’s axioms—‘“It’s better to 
sell and repent than to keep and repent.” But 
Mrs. Widener didn’t care to part with the colt 
obtained from her husband, breeder of Your 
Chance. 


The Return of Fenelon 


ENELON came back to winning form in the 

event immediately following the Dwyer 
Stakes after having been on the sidelines for a 
month and a half. William Woodward's colt, 
considered slightly better than Your Chance at 
the conclusion of their 3-year-old campaigns, 
showed very little in his four outings during 
April and then went out of commission with the 
cough. James Fitzsimmons’ seemingly has 
brought him back somewhere near his best 
notch as the son of *Sir Gallahad III and *Fi- 
lante, by Sardanapale, turned in a better effort 
from a time standpoint than did Whirlaway. 
Under 123 pounds, he stepped the nine furlongs 
in 1:51, the mile in 1:37%5, as against the 3-year- 
old’s mile in 1:38%5 in his ten-furlong effort of 
2:03 25. 


Dit's Chances 


RNOLD HANGER, the New York Ken- 
tuckian who is enjoying his best year in rac- 
ing, also holds a royal chance in the Brooklyn 
with Dit, which will have only 110 pounds to 
shoulder, or four less than the impost he success- 
fully carried from end to end in the mile and one- 
quarter Sussex Handicap at Delaware Park 
Saturday. The delicately-constituted 4-year-old 
gelding by Transmute and Ingrid, by *Crimper, 
runs best when he can make the lead without 
competition and he may be able to do just this in 
the Brooklyn. With nothing to run with him, he 
stands that much of a better chance to stay, just 
as he did under Johnny Gilbert’s faultless rating 
in the Sussex. 

Dit’s Sussex victory goes into the records as 
having been gained in the time of 2:04% al- 
though he actually covered the route in 2:0335, 
just a fifth off the Delaware mark for the dis- 
tance. ‘“Trainer’’ C. H. Hughes, the official 
timer, admits he missed the flag from his posi- 
tion in the Delaware Park judges’ stand, which, 
low-leveled and located next to the outer rail, 
hardly offers him the proper point of vantage.
